THE WAB IN INDIA. 


A Вомвах letter of the 29th December has tLe following :—'* Our 
war on the frontier continues the chief subject of interest. The 
latest reliable intelligence sent to England by the last mail was 
only to the 2nd inst., and left matters in a very gloomy and un- 
certain state. ТЬе intelligence that will reach you by the present 
(риу is ої а far more hopefol and reassuring character, and 
if the latest news can be entirely depended on, we hope the war 
is now virtually at an end. The Bombay Government received а 
telegram yesterday from the Government of the Punjaub to the 
effect that the engagements made by the Bonair tribe with Major 
James, our commissioner, had been faithfully carried out. The 
Bonairs submitted in all respecte, left hostages in the British 
camp, sent a contingent of their tribe to accompany our Guide 
corps, and the two together destroyed Mulka, the seat of the 
so-called Hindustani fanatics, and then returned to Um- 
beyla It is farther reported by the Panjaub Government that 
after the exaction of hostages from the Indoon and Otanwzai tribes 
the force will return to the plains and go into quarters. Affairs 
during the greater part of the fortnight between the 2nd aid the 
l5'hinst had been tolerably quiet, but on the 15th inst. a severe 
encounter took place on our attecking Lalloo, from which place the 
enemy were driven in the most gallant style. They lost, according 
to the loose reckoning which has been common throughout these 
encounters, some 300 men killed and wounded. Our loss for- 
tunately was small, and no officer either killed or wounded. On 
the 16th, however, matters were much more serious. Uur force 
descended from the heights, and took possession of Umbeyla with- 
out opposition, but later in the day the 23rd апа 32nd Punjaub 
Infantry got engaged in а hand-to-hand fight, killing 
200 of the enemy, said to be chiefly Hindustanis. On our 
side there was a loss of killed and wounded exceeding 50, 
including the following officers:—Lieutenant G. Alexander, of the 
?3rd, killed; Lieutenant О. D. Nott, of the 23rd, and 
Wheeler of the 32nd, severely wounded; Captain Chamberlain, 
of the 23rd and Lieatenant F. Н. Marsh, of the 32nd, slightly 
wounded. After the fight the troops bivouacked round about 
Umbeyla. Gbuzzam Khan, of Dher, and all the Bajourees fled. 
After this affair our trrops remained unmolested. The Бопаіг Jirgah 
came into camp and arran matters with tbe commissioner, ag 
already mentioned, and the destruction ої Mu!ks was accomplished. 
Incidental to the excitement caused by our expedition into the 
Eusofzee country has been the reid made by a body of hill-men in 
the Pesha wur districts on the 5th inst., in repelling which a gallant 
young officer, Lieutenant Bishop, of the 6th Oavalry, wae killed 
when charging vigorously at the head of his шер. In this affair 
the enemy amounted to about 300. It seems to have been в mere 
raid for plunder, such as is only too common on the frontier. 
They were ne ptly driven back by the cavalry, some thirty strag- 
glers were left behind, and it was when dealing with these that 
Lieutenant Bishop, while leading on his men, was shot dead by a 
man lying or sitting on the ground about thirty yarde from him. 
The man who shot Lieutenant Bishop was, it ie said, immediately 
afterwards cut to pieces by the sowars. “Sir Hugh Roge is now at 
Rawul Pindee, close to the seat of war, with в large force at his 
command ready to meet any emergency.” 


THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA. 


"Тнк frontispiece to this week's number of the Penny Illustrated 
Weekly News ів в portrait of the Emperor of Austria, whose name 
is now prominent!y before the public as one of the great German 
sovereigns whose forces are employed to wrest Schleswig-Holstein 
from the King of Denmark. 

Francis Joseph Charles ascended the throne of Austrie Dec. 2, 
1849, on the abdication of his а Ferdinand І. Francis Joseph 
ів the eldest son of the Archduke Francis Obsrles, who stood next 
to the late emperor in the legal order of succession, and the 
Princess Sophia, and was born August 18, 1830. On ascending 
the throne, he promised іп the most solemn manner to give free- 
dom and s constitutional government to his country. Hie first 
proclamation contained the following ө:--“ We are convinced 
of the necessity and value of free жашан, and enter with con- 
fidence on the n of а prosperous reformetion of the monarchy. 
On the basis of true liberty, om the basie of the equality of the 
rights of our people, and the equality of all citizens before 
the law, and on the basis of their equal participation in the 
representation and legislation, the country will rise to its ancient 
grandeur, and will become а hall to shelter many tongues, united 
under the sceptre of our fathers.” ‘Che first act of the young 
monarch was to close the national representative assembly, met at 
Kremsier ; the second, to cancel the ancient constitution of Hungary. 
By the aid of the Emperor of Russia, he succeeded in overwhelming 
the resistance of the Hungarian nation, while Radetsky secured the 
submission of the Lombard and Venetian kingdom. Having thus 
gained internal peace and freedom of governmental and legislative 
action, he promulgated the notorious edicts of Schonbroun, Sep- 
tember 26'h, 1851, in which йе declared his ministers '* responsible 
to no other political authority besides the throne.” He added, " The 
Cabinet must swear unconditional fidelity, as also the engagement, 
to falfil all my ordinances and resolutions. It will be its duty to 
carry out my will concerning all laws and administrative acts, 
whether considered necessary by the ministers or originating with 
me. 


Біпсе his armies were defeated by the French, at Magente, Scl- 
ferino, &c, and Lombardy wrested from the House of Hapsbarg, 
the Emperor seems to have profited by these lessons of misfortune. 
He hes certainly displayed more liberal tendencies, and shown some 
disposition to extend the political liberties of his Hungarian subjects. 
The ерек is now engaged, im conjunction with the King of 
Prussia, in endeavouring to emancipate the Schleswig-Holsteiners 
from the yoke of Denmark.

THE announcement, though not 
unexpected, of the death of Bir 
William Atherton, Q C., M.P. for 
the city of Durham, the late attor- 
ney-general, has been received by 
the profession and the general 
blic with much regret. When 

e might fairly have looked for- 
ward to judicial henours, the most 
terrible disease that can befall man 
has struck him down before his 
sixtieth year, and а ca teer marked 
not more by great industry, con- 
scientiousness, and high-minded 
integrity, than by blame eas of 
life and amiable manners, has been 
cut short by a sudden dispensation 
of Providence. The melancholy 
event oocurred on Friday, the 22nd 


instant. 

The deceased lawyer was the 
second son of the Hev. William 
Atherton, а Wesleyan minister, by 
the daughter of the Rev. Walter 
Morison, ъ Presbyterian minister, 
and was born in Glasgow in 1806. 
His father was author of a standard 
* History of Wesleyanism, its Cha- 
racter and Agencies," published in 
1839. He was educated in one of 
jthe northern colleges of his rect, 

d having entered the Temple, 

ractised special pleading below 
the bar from 1832 to 1839. He 
was called to the bar by the Inner 
as well as the Middle Temple, No- 
vember 22nd, 1839, and went the 
Northern Circuit. He was a sound 
lawyer; and after & few years of 
prosperity he was entitled to write 
Q.O. after his name, and in due 
time led the circuit once led by & 
Brougham. In 1855 he became 
counsel to the Admiralty and Judge 
advocate of the fleet. In Decem- 
ber, 1857, he was appointed soli- 
citor-general, and received the ho- 
nour of knighthood; and from 
July, 1861, to October, 1863, beld 
the higher office of attorney-gene- 


ral. 
| In July, 1852, at the dissolution, 
he was returned as & Radical for the 
city of Durham. An excellent 
lawyer and а famous special 
leader, Бе was not a statesman ; 
ence his undowbted failure in the 
house. But it would be а very 
great mistake to suppose that when 
in office be was not useful to the 
Government. He was useful to 
his superior officer, Bir R. Bethell, 
on points of detail in all matters 
relating to common law. When he 
became attorney-general he made 
some very admirable and well- 
reasoned speeches in introducing

law reform. In his political 
views he was & Liberal, but not an 
extreme man.

A consider- 
able mumber of the most important members, we are told, 
support & resolution to the effect that the Ohamber cannot 
consider the measures taken by the Government in re- 
ference to Schleswig as in conformity with the general 
interests of Austria, or as calculated to ensure peace in 
Europe. The Ohamber will, therefore,— so rane the resolu- 
tlon,—be compelled to decline any responsibility for the conse- 
quences which may follow the acts of the Government. Btill more 
important news arrives from Berlia. The Ohamber of Deputies 
ordered the committes on the budget to report on the vote on the 
badget given by the Upper House. The committee made Ив re- 
port, and proposed that the vote of the Upper House should be 
declared null and void. The Chamber of Deputies adopted the 
report, and Count alenburg at once read в royal message, stating 
that the Diet would be closed by the President of the Council. 
Buch is the position of the two Governments towards their own 
subjects. It may yet be found possible to unite France, Russia, and 
Sweden with Great Britaia in a pressing request that the two 
Powers will refrain from attacking the Danish positions at the 
Dannewerk. If the collision can be delayed for a time, there may 
be still hope of avoiding war. In favour of this chance it may be 
said that the thaw and the activity of the Danish general have 
given the defenders so many advantages, that it is unlikely any 
prudent commander will attack them without a very considerable 
preponderance of force. This preponderance can only be obtained 
after the lapse of some little time. The Prassians and Austriaus 
are only just making their way to the scene of action, and some 
time longer must be necessary for the trausport of supplies and 
munitions of war. But the first shot fired in anger sets Europe in 
a blaze of war.

B. Phipps, Lady Ohurchill, the 
Hon. Mrs. Robert , Holzmann, &c., arrived at Windsor 
shortly after ove o’elosk, in order to visit the Princess of Wales st 
Frogmore. 'The party left Osborne House, at about ten 
minutes to tem oclock am, end embarked at Cowes in 
the Fairy, Commander Prince Leiningen, about ten o'clock, 
wbhenoe her Majesty, the princesses, and suite, crossed to the 
Royal Olarence Víctualiing-yard, Gosport, which they reached at 
eleven o'clock. The royal party immediately disembarked 
and entered the special train, which arrived at Windsor at 
118. At Windsor the platform on each side of the Queen's waiting- 
room was thronged with spectators, among whom were в number 
of ladies, while from the edge of the platform crimson ropes were 
stretched, во as to preserve a clear passage for the royal family from 
the train to the exterior of the station, where three of the royal car- 
riages were in waiting. At one o'clock his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales arrived at the terminus, having, attended by Capt. 
G. H. Grey, the equerry in waiting driven over from Frogmore 
House, in order to receive bis royal mother and sisters on their 
arrival, which took place a few minutes afterwards. The royal 
party at once, on leaving the traiv, entered the carriages outside 
the station, and drove off, amid the salutations of the bystanders— 
which were graciously acknowledged by the Queen and the Prince 
—through the town to Frogmore House, where they arrived at 
twenty minutes past one pm. Her Majesty remained with the 
Princess of Wales during the afternoon, and returned to the castle 
in the evening.

About 200 large, and 
numerous small, 1 belong to this place, besides several large 
smacks, that make voyages to Iceland. 

Each lugger requires from eight to ten hands to man it when at 
sea, while a larger number of BI are constantly employed at 
home in making neteand other ng gear—the nets used In taking 
mackerel and herrings being y overa mile іп length. The 
luggers are usually owned by men and residents in Yarmouth 
and Gorleston, who let them out, with nets, gear, and stores of 
every desoription. The captain and mate often share with the 
owner, but the orews receive so much рег “last” on what they 
catch, without any reference to the price the herrings fetch when 
landed. Immediately the fish are taken from the sea, they are placed 
іп salt and carried to the shore as quickly as possible. On their 
arrival there, they are elther sold by auction on the beach (as re- 
presented in our illustration), or carried to the premises of the 
owner to be @ Тье drying-house ів variously constructed and 
of any dimensions, but must have а paved floor and efficient venti- 
lation. 

Herrings that have been salted at sea must be washed before they 
are dried, which injures them very much. The best description of 
fish are those that are brought ashore immediately after taking. 

The fish are hung in drying-house upon shelves, each fish 
supported, separetely, on what are called “loves;” a fire is then 
lighted on the floor of the building, and the smoke allowed to ascend 
amongst them; tbe fuel is wood, oak being the best. 

"The fish are subjected to the smoke during twenty-four hours. 
The building is then thoroughly ventilated, which being done, the 
fire is again eee эма they are again subjected to the same рго- 
cess for twelve 1 

When the fish is of fine quality, and cured in this way, it wil 
keep for twelve months, but the demand for bloaters is now so great 
еее all England, and especially in the metropolis, 
that the herrings are frequently sent to London twelve hours after 
they reach the shore. 

Бе fish most liked in London ere those that have been least 
time їй the drying-house, and it ів now the common practice to 
smoke them only ten or twelve hours; of course the fish cannot be 
expected to keep more than а few days under such circumstances. 

То bring the fish fresh to market, of course, the vessels must not 
shoot their nets far from the land; uently а emaller descrip- 
tion of lugger is used, called а half-and-half boat. Тһе nets are 
shot over-night, and hauled in at daylight; the vessel then imme- 
diately makes for the land, and the fish are sold on the beach, aud 
then carried inland by railway. Not only at Yarmouth is this 
practice carried on, but at every fishing stetion on the coast. As

A casg somewhat analogous in its circumstances to the memorable 
Townley one has been progressing for some time in Cambridge and 
its vicinity, and was brought to a climax, happily far less terrible 
than Townley’s, on Monday.

donsbire. For a long period Oharles Traylen has professed an 
| affection for Miss Leeds, an affection not reciprocated or encou- 
| raged. It would seem that in Jane last Traylen and Miss Leeds 
met at the house of a mutual friend, and Traylen, seizing an op- 
рш when he met Miss Leeds alone, urgently pressed his sult 
he h«ving a knowledge ої Traylen's violent character, informed 
him that she never intended to marry, whereupon Traylen put 
his hand in his pocket аз if to draw а knife, and threatened 
to murder her if she did not accept his advances. She being, 
according to her own statement, terrified, made an appearance 
of aseeut, and since then, as the relationship give Traylen 
the privilege of entree at the houseof Miss Leeds's her at Bt 
Ives, he has been most persistent in his suit, till Miss Leeds wrote 
to hin firmly declining his attentions. Nothing further occurred till 
Baturday last, when Miss Leeds accom to Cambridge a gen- 
tleman with whom she was staying оп а visit at Impington, about 
three miles from Cambridge. This gentleman (Mr. Batterson) had 
driven Miss Leede to Cambridge, &nd then left her, in order to 
attend to his commercial pursuits,on the understanding that he 
would call for her at the house of а mutual friend, where Miss Leeds 
was going to take tea. In the course of Baturday afternoon, Mr. 
Traylen met Miss Leeds in Cambridge, got into conversstion with 
her, ascertained that she was going to the neighbourhood of Castle- 
end (or Huntingdon-road) turnpike, and pressed his company upon 
her thither. He renewed,hissuit,and was again rejected, where- 
upon hetold Miss Leeds (he being in а state of great excitement) 
that if he could not have her " he would swing for her; he would 
have her life; he would walk the gallows for her!” Во they parted 
for &;time, but shortly after tea had been partaken of Mr. Traylen 
again presented himself at the house, and was admitted. 
In twenty minutes or so Mr. Batterson arrived, and at once removed 
Miss;Leeds in his gig to Impington. Mr. Traylen remained behind 
for some time, but between nine and ten o'clock presented 
himself at Mr. Batterson’s, at Impington, and being admitted to the 
rasence of Miss Leeds, again became violent and excited, and Mr. 
atterson, as a measure of precaution, called in & neighbour, Mr. 
Porter, of Histon. Mr. Batterson, thinking irom Mr. Traylen’s de- 
monstrations, that he had a pistol, threw himself between Traylen 
and Miss Leeds, and secured the retreat of the latter. Messrs. Bat- 
terson and Porter persuaded ‘Mr. Traylen to accompany them to 
Cambridge, and loft him safely lodged, as they thought, at a house 
іп Bridge-street (the Bell and Crown). Thie was between eleven 
and twelve o'clock. То Mr. Batterson’s great surprise, however, 
Mr Traylen again presented himself at his house on Sunday morn- 
ing, renewed his threats, and said that he would not leave the place 
alive. * That ne would do some mischief, too, before he went.” 
Mr. Batterson, seriously alarmed, called in the assistance ої Police- 
constable Cain, of the county force, and gave Traylen into his cus- 
«оду Оп Monday morning he was brought before Thomas J. 
Ficklin, Esq. (surgeon), and magistrate for the county. Miss Leeds 
said that she felt that her life was not safe unless Traylen was put 
nnder the restraint of the law; and after other evidence he was 
ordered to find sureties, himself in £400, and two others in £200 
each. Bail not being forthcoming he was removed in custody to 
the county gaol. 


A REMARKABLE VOYAGE FOR A GUNBOAT. 

А LeTrer from Toulon gives some curious details relative to э 
scientific voyage about to be undertaken by the Duke de Luynes. 
Lieutenant Vignes, of the imperial navy, has been appointed to the 
command of а steam gunboat belonging to the duke, which is to 
sail towards the end of the month on this voyage of discovery- 
After having visited the most interesting places in the Mediter- 
ranean, and particularly the coast of Syria, the boat is to be car- 
ried on the backs of mules across the mountains of Judea to be 
launched on the Dead Bea, of which the waters are to be analysed, 
as chemists are not agreed as to their quality. The gunboat is to 
be again carried to the Mediterranean, whence it will M to 
the Black Ses, ascend the Don. cross the Bteppes of Dolgo in в 
waggon to reach the Wolga, which it will descend to the Caspian 
Bes, that immense сонан of water and of oil of petroleum, 
continually agitated with storms. After having іре stadud 
these phenomena, as well as the various inhabitants of little 
known region, the travellers will cross on camels the deserts of 
Asia Minor to the town of Mossoul, where they will explore the 
course of the Tigris and the Euphrates, and examine the ruins of 
the great cities which flourished on their banks. After having ac- 
complished that prodigious journey асгова seas, rivers, mountains, 
and deserts, the gunboat will return to France by the Persian 
Gulf and the Red Sea. All the difficulties attending such & 
dangerous journey have been well considered and  care- 
fully anticipated. Even the construction of the boat is а е/е/ 
d'œuvre of naval architecture and of comfort. All the pieces into 
which the boat is divided when taken asunder are accurately num- 
bered go that it may easily be put together in twenty-four hours. 
It will be for the first time that & steamboat shall have been carried 
across the precipices of Daghestan and the scorching sands of 
Mesopotamia. A picked crew have been placed under the command 
of Lieutenant Vignes by the French Government for the naviga- 
tion aud transport of the gunboat.

LissLLING A LAWYER —Mr. James Cobbett, в carpet manufacturer, re- 
siting at Deptford-bri ge, Greenwich, eppesred before Mr. Alderman 
Bosley, who was sitting for the Lord Mayor to &uswer to a summons taken 
out by Mr. John Linton Paling, charging him with having unlawfully 
writtes and delivered to the complainant а certain cefamatory and 
lixllous letter tending to create a breach of the peace. Mr. Smith attended 
fur the complainant, and Mr. Wontoer for the defendant Mr. Wontner 
said he had веер the letters which bad been written by the deferdant to 
the complainant, and ho expressed through him his deep regret that in a 
moment of pasefon he should have made use of ternis which were altogether 
nofvanded, and whieh he now іп bis cooler moments entirely repudiated. 
Mr. Wontner ssid be hoped that Mr. Pulling would accept this apology 
at ше hands of the defendant, as be truly regretted heving sept such 
leere. Мг Smith gaid his client was a solicitor of great respectability, 
who carried on bia profession et Adelaide-chambers, London-bridge, and 
was also а neighbour of the defendant. He feared, however, that although 
euch an apology had been made by the able advice of Mr. Wontner, the 
сеіеодаюо was not sorry really for having sent the letters in question, but 
for the serious consequences which might Бе the result He should, there- 
fore, go on with the ease, that it might go before higher authority, whore 
such an apology would beduly appreciated.

Боввкат or £800 WORTH OF JiWELLERY.—-EXTRAORDINARY Casi— 
Arthur Gladsdale, ailas James Wood, alias Gifford, who, оп а former oc- 
casion, described himself as a professor of mathematics, and 00% вв a clerk, 
was charged before Mr. Alderman Gabriei with baving unlawfully in біз 

sseesion several paire of gold earrings, which formed part of a quantity of 
ewellety, valae £800, which was stolen from the London-bridge Railway 
Statton іп May leet. This was rather a remarkable case, the whole of the 
circumstances being ої а very peculiar nature lt appeared thatin the 
early part of May lest Mr. Solomon Reuben, a travelling jeweller, was 
about to Start оп one of his journeys from the railway в'ацоп at London- 
bridge, for which purpose he applied at the booking-oflice for @ ticket 
leaving в portmanteau, containing bis stock of jewellery, to the value of 
between £800 and £900 іп another part of the office. When, however, he 
turned to look for his property the portmanteau was nowhere to be found. 
A few Gays after the mysterious disappearance of the jewellery, the 
prisoner, and a woman who gave the name of Eiizabeth James, but efter- 
wards cisimed to be the prisoner's wife, were taken into custody, for offer- 
ing several pairs of gold esrrings 84 the stop of Mr. Wal:er, в pawnbroker, 
cf Alderagate-street, It was shown that the woman endeavoured to pledge 
some of the earring’, and others were found in the possession of the 
prisoner, who accounted for them being there by stating that inthe awruggle 
that ensued upon the attempt to secre them the womau put them into his 

ochet There being no owner at that time for the property, Alderman

being arunk and committing a violent aessult on Miss Emme Ularke, at St 
Luke's. The complainant, who gave her evidence with great propriety, 
said that she resided with her parente at 54, Featherstone-street, St. Lake's, 
and that ner pon supported her as збе took care of the younger 
ehildrem. On the previous night she was standing outside the house at 
which her eldest sister was employed speaking to her and her younger 
sister, when the defendant came ар bobind her, amd without шакше any 
observation, lifted her ciothes over her head, and otherwise behavea іп в 
very indecent aud improper way. Sue and her sisters screamed for ар 
sistance, and she ran away, the defendant folowing ber, making use of 
bad language and threats, and desiring her to мор. She paid no attention 
to his calls, but ran into tbe fore-court of в public- house, and was in the 
act of concealing herself when the defendant caught nold of her, twisted her 
round, end struck hera heavy blow in the face, end blackened one of her 
eye. Тһе defendant at tbe time attempted to make his escape, but 
was preventeu, and given into custody. Bhe was пог aware whether the 
defendant bad been drinking or not, but when Бе was taken into custody 
he pretended to be drunk. ‘The defendant, who seemed to treat the matter 
as а good joke, laughing and twiating his cap the whole of the time, said 
he did not wish to ask the witness any questions. He was passing her ali 
right and quiet enough when pome ove touched him on the cap, and be, 
supposing it was her, might have touched her for à lark, but he was really 
nos aware whether he didso or not. He supposed it wes pretty nearly 
вії right what she bad said. The magistrate inquired of the complainant 
if the prisoner had been*touched by either her or ner sisters in the manner 
he hed described. The complsinant answered in ihe negative. She was 
standing in front of her sisters aud was not aware of his presence until she 
felt bim touch her. She was conüdent that no one had touched tue defendant, 
as there was no one near but her sisters and herself. The two sisters of the 
complainant gave confirmatory evicence, and saidif the defendant was 
drunk he ran sfter their sister very well They described the assault аз 
one of а most cowardly character, and ssid that neither their sister nor 
themselves had spoken to the defendant. The police-constable in charge 
of the case ввід that the defendant had been drinking, but well knew what 
he was өрош. The complainant and her sisters were very respectable girls, 
and their parents were hard-working peovie, The defenosut, in reply to 
the charge, said he was drunk, and, being first asseulwed, did what he aid 
in self-defence. Tne magistrate said that this was one of the worst cases 
that had ever come before him, fur it was perfectly monstrous that a young 
girl could not be in the public streets without being insulted іп the indecent 
sud cowardly way that she had been by в low drunken ruffian like the 
defendant. Drunkenness was no excuse, but made the case worse, for then 
the defendant was guilty of two offences instead of one, and if that plea 
were to be allowed there would be no end to the outrages that would be 
committed. He shouid mark his кепке of defendant's disgraceful conduct 
by sending him to the House of Correction for six months with hard labour, 
under the Aggravated Assaults Act The prisoner (with apparent surprise) : 
What віх mouthe for such а litle affair as this! The magistrate: Yes, and 
the only aifficuity I have in my mind is whether I ought not to send you to 
the sessions for trial, Your conduct was perfectly monstious. The 
prisoner, wbo seemed surprised at the decision, waa then removed, remark- 
ing that it was “а hard lot to do for mothing.”

charged with an attempt at rescue and assaulting Superintendent Kent It 
appeared that on the previous afternoon both priserers were observed on 
the departure side of the platform, and being known to Oatit, a constable, 
аз the associ of thieves and skittle sbarpers, he watched tbeir move- 
ments. Ав the bustle cons quent on a train starting increased, they repa- 
rated, and Baylis went to the side of two lacies, Jones manifestly endea- 
vouring to cover her movements. Instantly sfter there was en outcry, and 
Naperintendent Kent. attached to the raliway, was seen stru;gling with 
both the women, Jones having ran to the assistance of her com- 
panion. Cent and Evett, another constable, dragged the former 
away, but it required further aid to convey tbe prisoners to tbe station- 
house. Mr. Kent said that his attention had been drawn to the women, 
although strangersto bim by their very strange conduct from the moment 
they entered; and, being in а better position to see what was passing than 
the first witness, distinctly noticed Baylin insert her left band in ibe right 
side pocket of one of the ladies alluded to, upon which be rushed forward, 
and grasped the band actually іп the pocket, Finding al! ber efforts to 
extricate it unavailing she beat bim about the bead with ber other fist and 
kickeo his legs repeatedly, and with violence ; but Jones was far the worst 
in this respect, for in aninstant she got ove of his fingers in her mouth, and 
bit severely, hammering away at the back of his head at the same time. He 
however, held them tenaciously until they were got away by the constable 
Mentioned. Such a display of resolution to escape bad seldom fallen under 
his notice on the part of women. (Che witness's finger was lecerated. ard 
his temple bruised) The lady еп whom the attempt at robbery was made 
ald noi attend to prosecute, Lut sbe had it formed bim that not anything was 
io her pocket 8t the time in question Мг.

crowd of low fellows, who evidently believed that he wes preaching or 
desired to do so, and, under that impression, reviled and blasphemed in в 
mostawfal manner.

pgland—only a corner of it. Though, by the way, we hereby 
desire to offer no slight either to Kentish men, or the men of 
Kent. 

Again, two other рны facts should be taken into considera- 
tion, when contemplating the wickedness which characterized the 
mutiny. The first of these stands, thet в few villains are able to 
do в great deal of wickedness.

work, but the moment action 
was taken, Benares ceased to 
be the centre of operations, 
and Delhi, thet bad been the 
great Indian seat of powerful 
royalty, became the fonntain 
head of the rebellion—if, in- 
deed, we may dignify the mu- 
"y with so high s title even 
вг insurrection. 

It is tbe City of Delhi, then, 
which may be looked upon as 
representing the fortunes and 
misfortunes of tbe outbreak. 
While it floorished, the rebels 
longed for success, and believed 
in it When it fell—and the 
history of the fall is one of the 
most romantic and wonderful 
chapters in the whole history 
of England—the mutiny was 
virtually at an end. It is true 
that there wae much fighting 
after the city had fallen, but the 
warfare partook very much of 
the character of beating out the 
burning embers of scattered 
fire. ‘Tbe army of rebellion had 


been scooped out of its centre. All that had to be done was to 
follow the rind, во to speak, of the rebellion, drive it up into 
corners, and annihilate it, piece by piece, as it was found. This 
was done, and а new and better era for India set in. 
be my duty to amalgamate with my tale а history of this 
fierce work, mixed up with it as were the men and women moving 
and speaking in this tale; but, at the same time, 1 am desirous of at 
once pointing out that, frightiul and brutal se7were many of the

The second pilliation, which certainly should never be lost sight 
of, is this—tha¢ in many hundreds of instances no more Obristian 
love and devotion were ever shown than were exhibited, frequently 
under the most trying circumstances, by Hindoo servants and 
Hindoo people. There are unanswerable instances, many of which 
shall be quoted, where Indians put their own lives in danger to 
save the lives of the fleeing English.

Let these things, then, brighten tbe horrid history of that time. 
A certain low personage is declared not to be so black as he is some- 
time painted. Neither was many an Indian so inky in 1857 as he 
has been drawn by rough and unknowing hands. This assertion 
dared not have been made six years since; but the times have 
altered, and now, our anger with India past, we oan find that 
there was some good in her. қ 

It were needleos now to speculate on the causes of the mutiny 
whether it was one, or two, or many, or more. It may have been 
the greased cartridges which brought matters {о а climax; or these 
affairs may have only been the excuse—the pegs upon whioh to 
hang а faint justification of disaffection ; or, the indians may have 
realiy fancied that England was about to enforce them to accept 
Christianity, though there must heve been в total want of evidence 
of any such attempt, though it must be remembered that previous 
conquerors of India had forced the conquered to accept & new faith, 
and the memory of this calamity, passing from generation to gene- 
ration, may have engendered 
such a fear in the Indian heart 
in 1857. aj 

Еміу in May, the Native 
Artillery at Meerut refused to 
receive thə cartridges served 
out to them, and the men who 
refused were paid up and dis- 
missed on the spot. The 8га 
Light Cavalry were the next to 
refuse. They appear to hav 
been told that they would be 
paraded on & certain day, and 
that if they again refused they 
would be punished. The day 
came. The men of the first 
troop one &nd all refused to 
receive the cartridges. They 
were accordingly arrested, and 
placed in confinement. 

A day or two after this, on 
Sunday, the 10th of May, the 
rest of the regiment broke out 
into open mutiny; and before 
the European part of the force, 
consisting of her Majesty's 6th 
Dragoon Guards, the 60th 
Rifles, and the Artillery could 
be assembled, half the station 
was in flames, and the terrified 
women and children of our sol- 
diers were murdered with great 
barbarity. The European offi- 
cers, аз they rushed from their 
bungalows to call back the men 
to their allegiance, were shot 
down, and ere the European 
force could reach the lines, tho 
mutiueers had marched out of 
the cantonment, taking the 
road to Delhi. 'fhere was at 
Meerut at thetime а European 
force of not leas than 2,200 
men of all arms, with a fall complement of officers. Ошу в very 
feeble attempt was mede to arrest the mutineers ог to stop their 
progress to Delhi.

Had Lota, indeed, 
had the courage in the early days of May to have wa. ned the chief 
commissioner, Jir Henry himself, against the coming danger, and 
especially against that wretched Nena, all, perhaps, might have 
been well He was the true acting head of the rebellion. Had he 
been crushed, the disease might never have spread. 

Bo on that 80‹һ of May, Sir Н. Lawrence, who had been one of 
those who had been most handsomely laughed at for his apprehen- 
sions of coming danger, sat hard at work planning for the safety 
of those who would not believe themselves in danger (6) And as we 


(a) “ Олтк Тивлукіллно. "-- Рові travelling in India is very different to 
t travelling in Europe; itis more fatiguing, and not nearly so rapid. 
he plan of travelling is this: Instead of hiring & post chaise and а good 
pair of horser, the traveller procures a pelanquín, and then proceeds to the 
post-office, and there makes arrangements with the postmaster, for *:lsying 
his dawk.’ When the distance exceeds more than one hundred miles, it is 
necessary for the traveller to give four-and-twenty hours’ notice before the 
time at which be intends to set out; во that the postmaster may give direc- 
tions to the bearers on the road to be in waiting at the relay stations to take 
him on. The arrangements being complete the traveller seats himself in 
the palanquin, and away trot the bearers, as shown in our illustration. These 
men are generally Hindoos, and belong to & respectable caste. They are 
stoutly built, active, and very strong, and have, under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, been known to convey а traveller from eight to ten miles, 
running at а smart pace the whole distance. In addition to the bearers, 
the traveller at night is accompanied by а musa!chee, or torchbearer, who 
runs а litile before the palanquin with а torch, not only for the purpose of 
showing the way, but to keep off the tigers and other wild beasts. A couple 
or more coolies, who carry the travellers’ luggage, make up the party. 
At the end of every eight miles the begrers are changed. as also the coolies; 
but it often happens, when the journey is short, that the same bearers аге 
retained. Іп this case, the traveller only proceeds а certain distance, not 
more than twenty miles a day—a distance а set of eight bearers will per- 
form without difficulty, encouraging each other end keeping step to the tune 
of some doleful song. which they chant in chorus, There is perhaps no caste 
in India that toils so hard as these poor besrers, who. united ав brothers, 
never murmur against their lot, to which they are born from generation to 
generation, and which they would sooner inherit than any other. Among 
the Hindoos certain castes follow certain callings, which are only to be 
departed from at the peril of complete social excommunication. The 
Hindoos are very simple in their habits. They take but two meals а day. 
and these consist chiefly of rige, vegetables, and fruit, and their drink of 
nothing but water and unfermented juice of the palm. Before railways 
were established in India it was а common thing for to travel а 
distance of 600 ог 800 miles; and so secure was this mode of travelling, 
that wives of officers and civilians have travelled with young families, with 
no other escort than their domestic servants. 

(b) TBE OUTBREAK AT LUCKNOW.--' Every day of the week the Chief 
Commissioner, Sir. H. Lawrence, had been informed that the regiments 
would certainly rise at night, between eight and nine o'clock, end as often 
the hours passed over without the slightest disturbance. When, therefere, 
the same story was repeated to the Chief Commissioner on the 30th 
of May, he did not attach extraordinary importance to it, and merely 
took the ordinary precaution of doubling the sentries and directing every 
officer to be on the look out. Nine o'clock struck, and the Chief Commis- 
sioner was in the act of remarking that the rumour had proved itself ав 
unfounded aa i's predecessore, whem shots were heard. The Ohlef Oom- 
missioner immediately mounted his horse, and proceeded to the encamp- 
ment of the 34th Queen's, and then moved up to the corner of the Lucknow- 
road with two guns aud в company of Europeans, to prevent the mutineers 
from coming down to the city. The remaining six guns remained іп 
position at the encamping-ground, guarded by Eurcpeans. Bungalows 
now began to blaze, and the firing to me hotter, when General напів: 
combe was killed by a shot from the 71st linee, up to which he had ridden 
quite close, in the hopes that his presence and speech might have the effect 
of bringing the mutineers to resson. Lieutenant Grant was killed at his 
picket—the mutineers ran &t his men, some of whom turned and fled—a 
shot from the mutiveers then wounded poor Grant, end the subadar of the 
guard concealed him under his charpoy.

Oude is under arma, in the districts as well as in the city. The Europeans 
cannot hold out three days and а general retreat is expected. The road 
east and west is now completely blocked up, and there is no escape.

The Cawnpore Canal is full 
of water; dead bodies and mutilated trunks of Europeans are floating down,
